1. Claims 1-20 are allowed. Claims 13-20 are newly added. Claims 1, 8 and 13 are 
independent. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-7 were allowed in the previous Office action. Claim 1 has been 

amended. The amended claim 1 is still allowable over the prior art of record. 

Claim 1 requires that the first track portion and the second track portion of the 
track be configured to oppositely face the scanning platform that holds a document, and 
the scanning module slide along the track and capture images of the front and reverse 
sides of the document on the scanning platform. These features are not taught by the 
prior art of record. 

Claims 2-7 depend on claim 1 . 

Claim 8 is a method corresponding to apparatus claim 1 . Claim 8 recites 
"wherein the first portion of the path and the second portion of the path are configured to 
oppositely face the scanning platform". This feature in combination with other 
limitations of claim 8 is not taught by the prior art of record. 

Claims 9-12 depend on claim 8. 

Claim 13 is allowable for a reason similar to that given for claim 1 . Claim 13 
requires "a path having a first portion and a second portion that are configured to 
oppositely face a scanning platform configured to hold a document", and "a scanning

module to move along the path and capture one or more images of a front side of the 
document and a reverse side of the document". These features are not taught by the 
prior art of record. 

Claims 14-20 depend on claim 13.
